DECORATIONS, AWARDS, AND HONORS

EXPERT FIELD MEDICAL BADGE
Effective 15 April 1972

This revision of A R 672-10 adds members of the active Reserve to list of those personnel eligible
to receive the Expert Field Medical Badge. Local limited supplementation of this regulation
is permitted but is not required. If supplements are issued, Army staff agencies and major
Army commands will furnish one copy of each to HQDA (DASG-PTT-D); other commands

furnish one copy of^each to the next higher headquarters.
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1. Purpose. The ICxpcrt Field Medical Badge
will—

a-. Provide recognition to members of the Army
Medical Department for the a t ta inment , of a high
level of technical skill and proficiency in the per-
formance of field medical functions.

6. Promote esprit and provide an incentive for
greater effort by AMEDD personnel.
2. Eligibili ty requirements, a. Personnel eligible
to receive the badge are—

( 1 ) Officers assigned or detailed to a branch
of the Army Medical Department.

('!} Warrant officers possessing an AMEDD
primary MOS whose careers are, monitored by
The Surgeon General.

(3) Enlisted personnel who possess and are
qual i f ied in an AMKDD primary MOS, and who
are awarded excellent conduct and efficiency rat-
ings by their commanders.

1. 1'ersnnnel referred, to in <t('2) through ( ; >)
above must be on active duty or assigned to a
troop program unit- in the Kescrve Components
and currently or previously assigned to a field
medical uni t no rma l ly operating in a field army or
lower field command. For guidance, refer to FM
8-10, FM 8-15. and FM 54->L

3. Authority to make award. ". Commanders

\>f the, fo l lowing are authorized to administer the
F.xpert Field Medical Badge test and to award the
Badge:

( 1 ) IJrookc Army Medical Center. Fort Sam
Houston. Texas.

(-2} Combat divisions, separate brigades,
separate regiments, and separate groups.

(?>) In s t a l l a t i ons having capabi l i ry lo admin-
ister test.

b. The, test prescribed in paragraph 10 wi l l be
conducted by a board consisting of throe, or more.
AMFDD officers, wi th at least one of f ield grade.
AMKDD noncommissioned officers w i l l assist in
the testing procedures.'.,
4. Frequency of tests;. A test w i l l be held at
least once a, year provided-.eligible medical person-
nel apply. Additional tests may be conducted as
deemed necessary. , ,
5. Test preparation. Commanders are e.ncour-
nged to in tegra te the Kxpcrt Field Medical Badge
test events and subjects into the u n i t , training
program. Consideration will be given to scheduling
ind iv idua l training, as required, to prepare for
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the test. Testing au tho r i t i e s wil l be guided by FM
21-6 in preparing.test questions and in methods of
practical examination.
G. Administration of test. There is.no prescribed
sequence for administering the test subjects. Com-
manders of testing headquarters wi l l schedule re-
quired test subjects and events to coincide •with
established training cycle or period, climatic con-
ditions peculiar to the area, and other appropriate
considerations.
7. Test subjects. Test on subjects outlined in
paragraph 10 will be prepared and conducted by
the testing board. Test will not be divulged to any
person other than the testing commander or his'
representatives. Satisfactory completion of all por-
tions of the test is required for qualification.
8. Test record. Individual test record, DA Form
3085-R (Expert Field Medical Badge Test) wi l l
be prepared in duplicate as ou t l ined in.paragraph
9. The form will be reproduced- locally on 8- by
lOVi-inch paper.
9. Recording test results, a. Qualification, for
awwd. Test results of ind iv idua l s successfully
completing requirements for award of the Expert
Medical Badge will be recorded on DA Form
ttOS5-R. The test ing commander wi l l -keep the du-
plicate copy and wi l l forward the original of (he
form to the. individual 's commander. The ti\v;\vd
wil l be recorded on the Oflicer Qual i f icat ion liec-
ord (DA Form G O ) for officer and warrant officer
personnel, or on the Enlisted Qua l i f i ca t ion Record
(DA Form 20} for enlisted personnel. Original
DA Form 3085-R will be destroyed after posting
of DA Form 6G or DA Form 20.

b. Failure to qualify. Test results of i n d i v i d u a l s
fail ing to meet, m i n i m u m requirements w i l l be
recorded on DA. Form :>08n-R. The testing com-
mander will keep the duplicate copy and will for-
ward the or ig inal of the form to the i n d i v i d u a l ' s
commander for f i l ing in DA Form 201. Xo entry
wil l be made on DA. Form GO or DA Form 20.

a. Retest. Individuals may be retested in each
event fa i led, within the same training year, to
qual i fy for the "Expert Field Medical. Badge.
When retest is successful, procedures in a above
will be followed ; if unsuccessful, b above wi l l ap-
ply. After the, elapse of one training year, those
or ig ina l DA Forms 30S5-R retained in i n d i v i d -
ual's DA Form 201 fi le wi l l Ix; removed and de-

stroyed. Individuals may app ly in a subsequent
training year for entire tost.
10. Test outline. Pursuant, to the provisions of
All G72-5-1. q u a l i f i c a t i o n s for the Expert Field
Medical Badge w i l l include successful comple t ion
of the, test areas prescribed below.

(1) Each i n d i v i d u a l w i l l successfully com-
plete a forced roud msm.'h in Heonsccutive'hours as
follows : '

(ft) Male 'personnel under 4-0 years of age
wi l l be required to march .12 miles.

(/;} 'Male personnel 40 years of age or
older and nil female, personnel wi l l bo. required
to inarch S miles.

(2) The chief of the testing uni t w i l l pre-
scribe the appropriate uni form and the combat
pack required to be carried.

b. idilita'nj courtesy and discipline. A wri t ten
e x a m i n a t i o n of 15 questions (true-false or m u l t i -
ple choice) on .the. general subjects of mil i tary
courtesy and d i sc ip l ine w i l l be given to a l l i n d i -
viduals tested. In a d d i t i o n , they w i l l be question ed
on procedures regarding —

( f ) Explanat ion of the articles of t he Code
of Comlvu-t.

(2). Report ing to un i t commander or o t h e r
oflicer.

( > > } Mi l i t a ry courtesy and discipl ine - i n
medical t rea tment facil i t ies.

c. Field sanitation, and m-iiita.n/ hygiene. Indi-
viduals wi l l be tested on the fol lowing;

(1) Individuals and unit purif ication o£
water in canteens, -Vgallon cans, and lyster bags.

(2) Testing potabi l i ty of water.
(; :>) Mess s a n i t a t i o n , including inspection of

food handlers and c l e a n i n g of mess gear in the
field.

(4) "Waste disposal in the f ie ld , to inc lude
kitchen waste, and h u m a n liquid and solid
wastes.

(5) Prevention of insect-borne diseases.
(6) Personal hygiene in the. field.

A wri t ten exami-
nation of KJ questions (true- false, or mult iple
choice) on t h e general subject of .bandaging and
sp l in t ing will be given to all ind iv idua l s . These
questions w i l l be based on FM 21-11. In a d d i t i o n .
a pract ical exercise wi l l be conducted r equ i r ing
each individual to apply two standard and two

improvised splints and four different types of
bandages.

e. Transportation- of the -s/<?/.: and wounded. A
written examination of !:"> questions (true-false
or multiple choice) on the general subject, of trans-
portation of the sick and wounded will be
given to all indiv iduals being tested. These
questions w i l l be based on FM 8--'>r>. In addi t ion,
a, practical exercise w i l l be conducted to demon-
strate unusual carry methods; p lac ing patients
an litters, including proper loading into am-
bulances and aircraft , (both fixed wing and
rotary wing) : and simulated extrication and
treatment of a wounded soldier trapped in a
tank or other vehicle. Practical exercise wi l l be
modified as required for female. AMEDS person-
nel being tested.

/. Emergency -medical treatment procedures.
A written examination of 15 questions (true-false
or multiple choice) on the general subject of emer-
gency medical treatment procedures will be given
all individuals being tested. These questions will
be based on TM 8-2:50 and FM 21-11. In addit ion,
a. practical exercise w i l l be conducted requiring
each individual to demonstrate his ability to—

(1) Control bleeding.
(2) Control shock.
(3) Properly resuscitate a- person, using DA

approved methods.
(4) Perform external cardiac massage.
(;")) Perform proper methods of applying

both Improvised and standard dressings.
(0) Maintain a, sterile field.
(7) Perform proper ve.ni punc tures .
(8) Prepare patient and blood or other ma-

t e r i a l for in t ravenous infusion.
(9) Treatment of in jury due to hot or cold

environment , in f ron t l ine units and in field medical
uni ts .

g. Medical records. A written examinat ion of
10 ques t ions (true-false or mul t ip le choice) on
the general subject of medical records will be
given i'o all ind iv idua l s being tested. These ques-
tions will be bnsed on TM" 8-2:l>0. A'H 40-400. and
AR. 40-40>>. In addi t ion , a pract ical exercise w i l l
be conducted requiring each i n d i v i d u a l to prepare,
several DP Forms 1;)SO (U.S. Field Medical
Card) and any other medical record or reports
considered appropria te .

h. Map reading and use of compass. Individ-
uals will be tested in the.foil owing;

(1) Grid coordinates.
(2) Orienting a map to the ground.
(3) Common topographic symbols.
(4.) Common military symbols.
(5) Determination of terrain elevations,
(G) Determination of map distances.
(7) Compass course, both day and night.

i. Basic signal communications. Individuals will
he tested in the following:

(1) Field message writing.
(2) Phonetic alphabet.
(3) Transmitting and receiving a voice radio

Individuals will be tested- w the

following:
(1) Methods of alarm to warn of impending

chemical, biological, or nuclear attack.
(2) Assisting -patients in putting on protec-

tive mask.
(o) Decontamina t ion of chemical casual t ies .
(4 ) Decontamination of radiat ion casualties.
(0) Field expedients used for protection of

pat ients agains t nuclear and chemical a t tacks .
( C ) Kmcrgeney treatment of chemica l ca sua l -

ties—by type, of c h e m i c a l .
(7) P r io r i ty of t rea tment in chemical or

unclear a t t a c k . t;.g.. wound or agent.

Male 'personnel age 40 Gl-
over must demonstrate mastery of those exercises
listed in DA Pam 21-1 at, the "A:: level of achieve-
ment s_peci Red for his age group.

(2) Female personnel under age, 40 must
satisfactorily complete the Army-Minimum Physi-
cal Fitness Test—Female, contained in DA Pam

21-2. Female personnel age 40 or over must demon-
strate mastery of those exercises listed in DA Pam
21-2- (part B of the fi-10 Plan) .

(3) The 'precaut ionary measures specified in
DA Pam 21-1 and DA Pam 21-2 pertaining to
fitness programs wi l l be strictly observed.
11. Qualifying score. Ind iv idua ls must success-
fully complete the forced road march and the-
physical fitness test, and qualify with a score of
70 percent or better on each area listed in para-'
graph 10& through \Qk.
